Hostility Endangers Ratification 


"The attitude of hostility toward 


the President 
has aroused critjlsm 


and opposition which might have been 
avoided had^ie taken with him such a 
man as Mr. Hoot, and two representa- 
tives of the foreign relations commit- 
tee in the Senate. The criticism thus 
aroused has stirred the conscience of 
a number of Republican senators and 
has endangered the ratification of the 
league by two-thirds of trie Senate. 


:Mr. Wilson's influence w.ith his 


Democratic supporters in the Senate 
will secure perhaps forty-five votes. 
Nineteen Republican votes are needed, 
and the question is bow they can be 
secured. I don't think they can be 
secured except by relieving their con- 
sciences through reassuring interprc- 
;ations of the league of such a charac- j 
ter that they are like] y to be accepted 
without further negotiation and, con- 
ference and delay by the other nations 
who dictated the peace. After consid- 
eration of the arguments made on the 
subject, I have formulated these in- 


explained. I think it wise, now tl?at 
11 have formulated them, after a gooct 
deal of thought, to take up my reason* 
in detail for suggesting them. 


"Speaking generally, I wish to em- 


phasize my conviction that the Uhfteci 
States Senate might well ratify the 
present treaty, without any reserva- 
tions or interpretations. 
I am con- 


fident that the actual.operation of the 
treaty after ratification would bring 
about exactly the.same j-esult as that 
which would be attained by the ac- 
ceptance of these interpretations and 
reservations, but it seems to me to be 
the part of statesmen to recognize thd 
exigencies, personal, partisan and po- 
litical, of a situation in seeking to 
achieve real progress and reform. 


"The situation which confronts us 


now in reference to the ratification of 
the treaty, is one created by very ser- 
ious mistakes of policy committed bj 
Mr. Wilson. The partisan charactei 
of his administration, during tiie war, 
together with his appeal to Ms coun- 
trymen to elect a Democratic Con- 
gress ift November, 1918, created

Mr. Taft said the reservations he 


suggested should make clear all the 
disputed points and enable the Uni- 
ted States to obtain the "inestimable 
benefits" of the league of nations. 


The existing situation relative to 


the league of nations and the peace 
treaty in the senate is due. Mr. Taft 
said, to the "very serious mistakes of 
pqli-y committed by President Wilson. 
The partisan character of his actmin- 
isrtation during the war, together with 
his appeal to his countrymen to j elect 
a Democratic Congress in November 
1918, created a'condition of personal 
and political antagonism toward! him 
among Republican leaders, which Js 
shared by a majority of the American 
people." 


^ Mr. Taft's Letters to Rays 


The letters, both tinted Pointe-a-Pic, 


Quebec, July 2, follow: 


"My dear Mr. Hays—In what I said 


yesterday I did not go .over the var- 
ious interpretations and reservations, 
because I thought that in our previous 
correspondence they were sufficiently

Hostility Endangers Ratification 


"The attitude of hostility toward 


the President 
has aroused critjlsm 


and opposition which might have been 
avoided had^ie taken with him such a 
man as Mr. Hoot, and two representa- 
tives of the foreign relations commit- 
tee in the Senate. The criticism thus 
aroused has stirred the conscience of 
a number of Republican senators and 
has endangered the ratification of the 
league by two-thirds of trie Senate. 


:Mr. Wilson's influence w.ith his 


Democratic supporters in the Senate 
will secure perhaps forty-five votes. 
Nineteen Republican votes are needed, 
and the question is bow they can be 
secured. I don't think they can be 
secured except by relieving their con- 
sciences through reassuring interprc- 
;ations of the league of such a charac- j 
ter that they are like] y to be accepted 
without further negotiation and, con- 
ference and delay by the other nations 
who dictated the peace. After consid- 
eration of the arguments made on the 
subject, I have formulated these in- 


explained. I think it wise, now tl?at 
11 have formulated them, after a gooct 
deal of thought, to take up my reason* 
in detail for suggesting them. 


"Speaking generally, I wish to em- 


phasize my conviction that the Uhfteci 
States Senate might well ratify the 
present treaty, without any reserva- 
tions or interpretations. 
I am con- 


fident that the actual.operation of the 
treaty after ratification would bring 
about exactly the.same j-esult as that 
which would be attained by the ac- 
ceptance of these interpretations and 
reservations, but it seems to me to be 
the part of statesmen to recognize thd 
exigencies, personal, partisan and po- 
litical, of a situation in seeking to 
achieve real progress and reform. 


"The situation which confronts us 


now in reference to the ratification of 
the treaty, is one created by very ser- 
ious mistakes of policy committed bj 
Mr. Wilson.
